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D.C* Clairvoyant Claims Space Tragedy Sabotage 


Apollo Deaths Due to 
Foul Play— Jeanne Dixon 


Mrs, Jeanne Dixon — the 
Washington, D. C., business- 
woman who claims to see 
visions of the future — said in 
New Orleans Saturday that the 
recent Apollo space tragedy 
was the result of sabotage, 

A guest speaker at a luncheon 
opening the 3M International 
Marketing Congress in the 
Roosevelt Hotel, Mrs, Dixon 
told a press conference after- 
wards that she foresaw the 
space tragedy one month be- 
fore it happened. Three 
American astronauts were kilted 
in that tragedy when their 
Apollo space capsule was con- 
sumed in flames on Jan* 27, 
Mrs. Dixon said she received 
vision about the tragedy on 
Dec. 20, 1066. The vision, she 
saM, indicated that sabotage by 
another country would be re- 
sponsible for the incident. Asked 
what country she said ^com- 
mon sense tells us who wants 
:o slow down the American 
space program.” 

During her luncheon speech, 
Mrs* Dixon intrigued her au- 
dience with a few of. her latest 
forecasts:, 

—The United States eventual- 
ly will become bogged down in 
a Middle East war similar to 
the one in Vietnam, although 
not immediately. She said a 
solution to the current crisis 
will emerge within the next 90 
days and with Russia the clear 
victor in the propaganda arena. 
I She predicted a few scattered 
I clashes between Israel and her 
I Arab neighbors, but not a major 
|war* 

. —Bloodier battles are in the 
offing in Vietnam, with no end 
in sight* 

—Russia will send aloft a 
space satellite ringed with mis- 
siles. 

—Russian submarines will be 
discovered off the coast of 
Venezuela, and Cuba will be 
overrun with thousands of Rus- 
sian soldiers in a deliberate 
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to subvert Latin

America* 
i —The Russians will challenge 
gWestern Europe with a ring of 
pissiles along the Carpathian 
felon ntain range. 

* —Despite the present seem- 
ing intransigency, Russia 
eventually will become allied 
with the United States against 
Red China and the militant 
colored peoples of the world* 
Mrs* Dixon, who was the sub- 
ject of a recent best-selling book 
“A Gift of Prophecy,” re- 
minded her audience that she 
predicted the assassination of 
President Kennedy years be- 
fore it happened, and tried in 
vain to keep the President from 
making that fateful trip to Dal- 
las in November, 1963. 

| Questioned about District At- 
drney Jim Garrison's assas- 
sination probe here, Mrs. Dixon 
oted that Garrison was on the 
right track” and was probably 


mching on matters which were - 
ossified by the Warren Com- ,: 
ission as “confidential” in the 
iterest of national security* 
The Warren Commission in- 
vestigated Kennedy’s death and 
has been attackd by Garrison 
as being in error that Lee Har- 
vey Oswald alone killed Ken- 
nedy. 

Mrs. Dixon, who operates a 
real estate office in the nation's 
capital, claims her visions of 
the future are the will of God* 

41 ‘His ways are mysterious and 
our faith In His will will sus- 
tain us through the many 
tragedies that lie ahead,” she 
declared. 

Her vision of the assassina- 
tion occurred on Aug. 18, 1952 
khen she saw the White House 
■under a black cloud. The vision 
also indicated that the Presi-

dent to be assassinated would 
be the one elected in I960 she 
said. 

In a later effort to convey 
her fears to the White House 
Mrs. Dixon said she asked a 
friend of President Kennedy to 
persuade him not to make a 
trip to the Southwest in 1963. 
The effort was in vain, she 
stated. ! 

Mrs. Dixon said she will be 
returning to New Orleans on 
Sept, 18 for an appearance at 
a local sales marketing exec* 
tives meeting in the Municipal 
Auditorium.
